OF CHICKENS DYING 


Agriculture 
Department 
Finds 
Leaves of iflack Locust Tree 
Are Deadly Poison. 


The discovery of a serious menace 
to the poultry industry' of the state 
during the month of 
July and the 
recently in a report to Secretary of 
fir*<t half of August, through black lo­ 
cust poisoning, was brought to light 
A grirluture Fred Rasmu«sen by the 
biologists of the Bureau of Animal 
Industry’ of the departm ent. 
It is believed that for many years 
poultry fanciers 
of the 
state have 
been suffering heavy losses each su m ­ 
mer, without understanding the n a ­ 
ture of the strange malady that vis­ 
ited 
thefr flocks. 
la b o ra to ry 
and 
field experiments by the Department 
of Agriculture experts, however, have 
determined the fact that during the 
six weeks in July and August, the 
leaves of the black locust tree nre a 
deadly poison to poultry, but that d u r­ 
ing other seasons of the year the 
leaves are harmless. 
A year ago, seventy of a flock of 
200 
chickens, 
owned by a 
We:-! 
Chester fancier, died under peculiar 
circumstances. 
E xperts were unable 
to determine the cause. 
The m atter 
was finally turned over to the Penn­ 
sylvania D epartm ent of Agricuture 
and 
through bacteriological 
study 
and many field observations, 
it was 
found that the chickens were poison­ 
ed by eating the leaves from black lo­ 
cust trees 
growing in 
the chicken 
yards. 
Many additional experiments were 
conducted 
and 
recently, 
the 
final 
results of the experim ents were a n ­ 
nounced. 
It has been found that only 
during the intensely 
hot period of 
mid-summer, from July I to the mid­ 
dle of August, the leaves are poison­ 
ous and that at other tim es they are 
harmless. 
The prevalence of the black locust 
throughout the state solves a problem 
th a t has been bothering the poultry- 
men of Pennsylvania for years, as 
each season heavy losses are sustain­ 
ed 
during 
mid-summer, 
by 
many 
breeders. 
The 
Department of 
Agriculture, 
therefore recommends that chicken 
fanciers take precautions to see that 
their flocks are kept away from lo­ 
cust shrubbery during the mid-sum­ 
m er season, this year, in an effort to 
reduce the usual losses. 
The laboratory experiments of the 
D epartm ent were 
conducted 
at the 
U niversity of Pennsylvania Veterinary 
laboratories in Philadelphia and were 
perform ed at the direction of D r. T. 
E . Munee, director of the Bureau of 
Animal Industry.
